P robably the largest audience th a t 
has ever g ath ered a t a session of th$ 
city council of Dix on was p resent on 
F riday evening to see w hat 
action 
would be tak en in reg ard to 
the

loon keep ers by the Citizens’ Law and 
O rder league for violations of the 
ordinances. 
T he visitors, however, 
were ex cluded from a m ost in te rest­ 
ing p a rt of th e m eeting— the ex ecu­ 
tive session of the council w here th e 
evidence was p resented. At th is ses­ 
sion every body was ex cluded ex cep t 
the m em bers of the council, a large 
com m ittee from the league, a saloon 
keep er ag ain st whom charges were 
p referred, his atto rn ey inid th e wit- 
neses to the violations 
of the o r­ 
dinance. 
W ine Ro o m s Abo lished. 
The only real work accom p lished 
a t th e m eeting by the council along 
the line of reform s was the p assing 
of an 
ordinance 
abolishing 
wine 
room s, which was ordered draw n by 
May or E dw ards. This was p assed by 
a vote of six to four, those voting 
ag a in st the ordinance being A lder­ 
m en Gage, Schorr. S tep han and W h a­ 
len. 
The m otion to p ass the or- 
linance w as p ut by A lderm an W a tts 
and seconded by Aid. Sm ith. 
F o l­ 
low ing is the tex t of th e ordinance: 
“ It is hereby declared unlaw ful 
for any p erson licensed to conduct a 
dra m shop in the city of Dix on or the 
agents, serv a n ts or em p loy es of any 
such p erso n ,'to sell, offer for sale, or 
serv e any intox icating liquors in m ore 
th a n one room under one license, nor 
shall any dram shop keep er establish, 
m a in ta in or conduct any wine room 
or o ther room or co m p artm en t or 
enclosure, or p artial enclosure, w ith­ 
in, en terin g into or connected with 
the barroom 
in which such 
dram 
shop is located and used for the p ur­ 
p ose of serv ing drin k s therein, 
or 
for the use or convenience of th e p a t­ 
rons or custom ers 
of such 
dram 
shop . 
‘ 
“ Any p erson violating the p rovis­ 
ions of this ordinance or an y p er­ 
son, firm or corp oration suffering or 
p erm itting any of its agents, etc., to 
do so shall up on conviction be liable 
to a fine of not less th a n five nor 
m ore th an $200 for each offense and 
to an additional fine of $5 for each 
and every day such violation shall 
continue afte r the first conviction." 


E ig h t On Salo o n License. 
The real fight of the evening de­ 
velop ed up on the reading of an o r­ 
dinance ro revoke dram shop license 
No. 207 , granted to Win. J. Kennedy , 
to op erate a saloon at 107 Peoria 
av enue up on the grounds Of "co m ­ 
p laints well fo un ded” th a t the p ro ­ 
visions of th e dram shop ordinance 
had been violated. 
A lderm an Gaffney moved th a t the 
o rdinance to revoke the license be 
referred to the license com m ittee to 
inv estigate and rep o rt a t the nex t 
m eeting. 
No t Bad; Co uld Be Better. 
Before th is m otion was p ut to a 
vote there was a storm y debate e n ­ 
gaged in by alderm en, p reachers and 
atto rn ey s which served 
to 
throw 
m uch light up on conditions in Dix on 
if it did not b ring about the result 
that m em bers of the Law and O rder 
league had hop ed. 
T he com m ittee p roved th a t th ere 
are violations of law in Dix on. These 
should be stop p ed and th e league is 
to be com m ended for its efforts to 
have th em stop p ed. The result of the 
investigations p rove, how ever, 
th a t 
Dix on is cleaner in regard to viola­ 
tions of law th an the 
m ajo rity of 
cities of its size in the country . The 
detective who has been here w orking 
to secure evidence stated to th e m ay ­ 
or of the city th a t Dix on is th e clean­ 
est city he has inv estigated for the 
*p ast six y ears. 
W e m ay ta k e p ride in this, hut we 
should striv e at th e sam e tim e to 
m ak e th e city cleaner, and th e Law’ 
and O rder league should he up held 
in its work so long as it p roceeds 
along right lines.

Matters 
political 
hav e 
chan ged 
Won derfu lly du rin g the life time of 
the sen ior editor of The Telegrph 
I We can remember the time in the 


j political history of this cou n try when 
1 a person al can v ass for 
office 
was 
v ery objection able— again st what was 
con sidered good taste an d common 
sen se in political ethics. That is to 
say , it is recalled that shou ld it be 
kn own pu blicly that a man had, with­ 
ou t solicitation , become a can didate 
for office, that fact 
alon e .wou ld 
cau se his u n certain defeat. Shou ld 
his frien ds “ brin g him ou t” n ev er­ 
theless, a person al can v ass on his 
part wou ld resu lt equ ally disastrou s 
to his ambition s. 
Shou ld a man at that time hav e the 
au dacity to make a person al can v ass 
for an office of mu ch dign ity , it-.wou ld 
be a clear case of “ v au ltin g ambi­ 
tion o’er leapin g itself.” 
In ou r early boy hood we well re­ 
member the person al disappoin tmen t 
ex perien ced in the defeat of Hen ry 
Clay , n omin ated by the Whig; party , 
for presiden t. 
He was con sidered 
then , as later, a great statesm an , an d 
it is believ ed today that he was on e 
of the greatest in ou r n ation al his­ 
tory an d was politically v ery well 
belov ed. 
His defeat by a man u n kn own to 
fame— rem embered in history 
n ow 
as a mediocre presiden t— was a my s­ 
tery to ou r boy ish min d u n til it was 
ex plain ed that Hen ry Clay ’s defeat 
was cau sed by the fact that the v ot­ 
ers believ ed his an x iety for an office 
of spch sacred dign ity was u n gra­ 
ciou s an d n ot to be en dorsed. 
There was an u n written law, in a 
political poin t of v iew, th at was con ­ 
sidered somewhat sacred, th a t “The 
office shou ld seek the man an d n ot 
the man ask for the office.” 
We remember so popu lar was this 
cu stom— to 
illu strate 
in direct ef­ 
fects— that when Mr .Sey mou r of 
New York had repeatedly refu sed to 
become a can didate for presiden t, the 
democratic party wen t wild ov er su ch 
an in dication of political modesty : 
an d he was n omin ated, n olen s v olen s, 
by acclamation at a n ation al con v en ­ 
tion : for the tide in his fav or was 
simply irresistible. Ev en democrats 
In those day s beliv ed in modesty . 
It was u rged by oppon en ts of Mr. 
Sey mou r that the modesty was n ot 
gen u in e, bu t still, so well established 
was cu stom fav orable to 
political 
modesty that it was deemed well 
for a man , as Ham let su ggested to 
his mother, to 
“assu me a v irtu e 
thou gh y ou hav e it n ot;” as a most 
ex cellen t su bstitu te for the real thin g 
in politics. 
It is n ot v ery lon g ago that Jas. 
G. Blain e, a presiden tial 
n omin ee, 
wou ld hav e been elected 
presiden t 
had he pot u n dertaken a person al 
campaign — thou gh his election eerin g 
tou r was brief. 
As some sort of an ex cu se for the 
presen t u n seemly sen atorial con ten ­ 
tion , politician s an d speakers 
fre­ 
qu en tly recall the series ’of join t de­ 
bates between Stephen A. Dou glas 
an d Abraham Lin coln , the former be­ 
in g a can didate for re-election . The 
gen tleman n ow 
desirin g 
Cu llom’s 
seat is fon d of su ch referen ce. 
Su ch thou ghts in dicate the 
v ery 
careless, mistaken n otion s to which 
we hav e fallen in political m atters 
W hy this person al can v ass ov er 
the state of a man desirin g, almost 
beggin g to be elected sen ator, shou ld 
be compared to the Dou glas-Lin coln 
debate, we do n ot u n derstan d. 
The political in ciden ts th at lead 
u p to th a t famou s con test are fresh 
in memory for the reason that we 
then fu lly realized their great im­ 
portan ce. It was n ot (thou gh Dou g­ 
las was a can didate himself) in an y 
sen se a con test for the election of 
Un ited States sen ator; it was en tirely 
a qu estion between slav ery an d free­ 
dom. W hen repu blican s selected Mr. 
Lin coln as the man to an swer Sen ­ 
ator Dou glas, there was n ot mu ch 
thou ght as to the qu estion of choos­ 
in g a sen ator. The mere selfish, per­ 
son al, mercen ary 
m atter 
of 
who 
shou ld wear the sen atorial togo was 
n ot of the slightest im portan ce com­ 
pared with the mighy Issu es debated 
by Lin coln an d Dou glas. * 
All the circu mstan ces are so v astly 
| differen t th a t we do n ot u n derstan d 
I why referen ce is made to th at history 
¡of 18 5 8 statesm an ship with this per- 
I son al wran gle of today th at has hard- 
| ly a sin gle featu re by which it may 
be compared to a great 
occasion . 
^ Dou glas, with the aid of pro-siav ery 


democrats, had repealed the Missou ­ 
ri Compromise— an act of con gress 
ex clu din g slav ery from certain ter­ 
ritory . There was great in dign ation 
at this effort to ex ten d slav ery in to 
the territories. He came home to ex ­ 
plain his v ery foolish political act; 
con sidered 
by his 
con stitu en ts a 
crime of su ch magn itu de to ju stify 
the organ ization of a n ew party , an d 
the repu blican organ ization resu lted. 
Sen ator Dou glas came from W ash­ 
in gton to ex plain ; to giv e reason s for 
the repeal of what was con sidered a 
sacred law. His first speech was de­ 
liv ered (or attem pted) in Chicago. 
The in dign ation of the people can 
be u n derstood when we state that at 
the hou r n amed for the 
meetin g, 
there commen ced the tollin g of ev ery 
chu rch bell in the city . It wou ld ap­ 
pear (with apologies to Hood)— that 
ev ery sex ton in Chicago had been told 
of the proposed speech 
an d 
they 
“ wen t an d told their bells.” Not on ly 
tolled, bu t clan ged an d ban ged an d 
whan ged them u n til in the ears of 
the great sen ator an d his frien ds, 
tv as heard a political death 
kn ell. 
They cou ld tru ly “ Hear the 
lou d 
alaru m bells— .” 
The clan gin g of the bells was n ot 
all of the sen ator's trou bles. His own 
partisan s— Free 
Soil 
Democrats— 
jeered an d hooted, an d propou n ded 
pertin en t an d impertin en t qu estion s 
u n til he was u n able to 
fin ish his 
speech. This was abou t the 
y ear 
1S5 4. The great sen ator was in tro­ 
du ced to the people at the meetin g 
by Isaac Cook, then postmaster at 
Chicago, afterw ards head of the great 
win e compan y at St. Lou is, bearin g 
his n ame. Mr. Cook was ev iden tly 
mad as he in trodu ced Mr. Dou glas, 
as these words in dicate; 
“ Fellow Citizen s: 
Tru th cru shed 
to earth will rise again ,” an d bein g 
pu t ou t by a jeerin g remark con cern ­ 
in g the fact that tru th was ov er-work­ 
ed, an d n ot hav in g mu ch to do with 
politics an y way , he hesitated: 
an d 
was lost. Bu t resu min g, the speaker 
repeated: 
“ T ru th cru shed to earth 
will rise again ” (bu t forgettin g 
the 
“etern al y ears,” etc.) he improv ised: 
“ All hell can ’t stop *er.” 
“Tru th 
cru shed to earth will rise again — an d 
all hell can ’t stop ’er,” took the place 
of B ry an t’s elegan t poetry for y ears 
after in offhan d 
“ familiar 
qu ota­ 
tion s.” 
Dou glas then commen ced a 
can v ass of the state. 
In 18 5 8 the repu blican s of Illin ois 
in sisted that the ex plan ation s of the 
sen ator shou ld be ex plain ed by Lin ­ 
coln an d the resu lt, after a n u mber 
of speeches in Chicago an d 
other 
cities by Lin coln , was the famou s 
join t debate. Now to the poin t. 
That can v ass has n o parallel in the 
presen t sen atorial con ten tion . 
Read Mr. Lin coln ’s 
speeches 
at 
that 
time 
an d 
y ou 
will 
fin d 
n o 
su ggestion 
that he 
is a 
bet­ 
ter 
man 
for 
sen ator 
than 
Dou ­ 
glas. 
Thou gh in 
hot 
debate, face 
to face, still n ot an u n kin d word was 
u ttered by him again st his oppon en t. 
There was n o whin e by him abou t 
opposition by federal crowds; ex cept 
by Dou glas who had trou ble 
with 
the presiden t— n or did either boast 
of hav in g been offered bribes; 
n or 
tell of disgracefu l 
political 
trade 
made w ith boss politician s. 
It was 
qu ite u n like the presen t can v ass. 
There was n o latter day ex per­ 
ien ce in 
produ cin g 
gu bern atorial 
halos. 
Tru ly it is a great mistake to liken 
the presen t sen atorial can v ass with 
that of 18 5 8 . Now on e of the su p­ 
posed con stitu en ts is hard at work 
in W ashin gton , atten din g faithfu lly 
to the du ties of his office; lookin g 
after the in terest of the American 
people with a care for all the citi­ 
zen s of Illin ois; an d the other 
is 
m akin g speeches, 
the 
bu rden 
of 
whose talk is that he is a better man 
for the place than the sen ator who 
has filled the office so ably an d in a 
most disin terested man n er. As a m at­ 
ter of history , it is v ery absu rd to 
compare the presen t sen atorial con ­ 
test with the Lin coln -Dou glas 
de­ 
bates. Then Lin coln talked of im ­ 
portan t, v ital n ation al affairs; an d, 
in deed, the failu re wou ld hav e cau s­ 
ed the ru in of this repu blic. 
A qu estion debated ,was n ot so 
mu ch w hether fiv e million of people 
shou ld con tin u e in bon dage or be­ 
come free as it was w hether 
n ew 
states abou t to be adm itted shou ld 
become slav e territory or dedicated 
to freedom; this an d others of like 
importan ce were the great qu estion s 
debated by Lin coln an d Dou glas. 
Lin coln had n o political sores to 
ex hibit, n o political trickery to ex ­ 
plain . 
Now we hav e a con ten tion started 
by a man who has cau sed more scan ­ 
dal than an y citizen who ev er held a 
high office in this or an y state u n der 
repu blican ru le; he himself askin g 
for the great office of Un ited States 
sen ator an d giv in g n o better reason 
for his cau se than that the sen ators 
an d con gressmen from Illin ois wou ld 
v ery mu ch prefer an other man . The 
other man , Sen ator Cu llom, has been 
hon ored by colleagu es in th a t body 
an d placed in position s of 
im por­ 
tan ce; n on e of the sev eral great men 
of Illin ois haB sen t to the senate hav e 
been so hon ored. We believ e that the 
gen tlemen who occu py 
seats in the 


Un ited States sen ate are qu ite as 
competen t to ju dge of Mr. Cu llom’s 
fitn ess for the office as an y of his 
malign ers. 
Howev er, ou r political ethics are 
perhaps a bit an tiqu ated for present 
day methods. It appears to u s that j 
the on ly great prin ciples in v olv ed in , 
this presen t sen atorial can v ass are 
those of hon esty an d fitn ess; 
an d 
tru ly , those are en ou gh. 
We hav e an idea that a man 
w h o 
has had great opportu n ities for ac­ 
complishin g political reforms, 
bu t 
has u tterly failed to act, does n ot In ­ 
dicate good taste in makin g stu ltilo- 
qu en t speeches an eu t reforms; desir­ 
in g a great office that he may follow 
men who hav e accomplished 
good 
work in that lin e may be a lau dable 
ambition , bu t shou ld be a boast on ly 
after accomplishment. If Folk or La- 
Follette shou ld fin d su ch a man “fol­ 
lowin g them ” they wou ld n o dou bt 
hav e an in clin ation to tu rn an d 
Kick 
the political stu ffin g ou t of him. 
There is n ow an effort bein g made 
to tu rn ou t a man who n ev er follows, 
bu t leads, in statesm an ship an d 
in 
hon esty , an d his n ame is Shelby 
M. 
Cu Uom. Before u s is a letter written 
by him last Mon day , dated in his 
committee room at the n ation al cap- 
itol, an d his writin g is proof positiv e 
that his pen is held in a steady han d; 
clearly in dicatin g that the cru el in ­ 
sin u ation of 
feeblen ess is 
u tterly 
false. 
Here is an in ciden t worthy of ser- i 
iou s con sideration by an y man jpf. 
hon or. It is too fresh to be classed a 
remin iscen ce, bu t it worthy of recal-1 
lin g as a warn in g: 
After the great press combin e 
of | 
Chicago had pu blished an d cartoon ed 1 
a high official as a fool an d grafter. I 
it did n ot appear in good taste for | 
that official to tu rn ov er to the afore­ 
said editors fu ll political con trol of 
ou r state. Nor does the ex cu se that 
these great n ewspapers did n ot pu b­ 
lish facts, in the least modify 
the 
wretched self-stu ltify in g by that offi­ 
cial in committin g an act that was 
on ly 
disgracefu l to 
himself, 
bu t 
treacherou s to the people who elected 
the delegates whose v otes he bar­ 
gain ed for, as he will fin d to be v ery 
mu ch less v alu able than a mess of 
pottage. 
We hav e in dication s that y ou r po­ 
litical gilded flies that bask in the 
su n shin e of a former 
ex cellen cy ’s 
cou rt an d fed u pon its corru ption , 
hav e become so men tally paraly zed— 
an affliction probably similar to col­ 
orblin dn ess— that they cou ld n ot n ow 
recogn ize hon esty shou ld they see it 
comin g down the street arm in arm 
with graft. They do n ot appear to 
: u n derstan d the differen ce between a 
forced slu sh fu n d lev ied agin st cru b 
forced slu sh fu n d lev ied again st scru b 
| tion , from a free-hearted con tribu ­ 
tion .

Men Surrender.

Scranton, Pa., April 7. —It is learned 
here on indisputable authority that the 
independent anthracite operators 
in 
session at Wilkes-Bnrredecided against 
the acceptance of the arbitration propo­ 
sition made by President Mitchell. 


New York. April 7.—Interest in the 
labor troubles in the anthracite region# 
has been overshadowed by the proposi­ 
tion that came out of the west for the 
arbitration of the differences existing 
between the soft coal operators who 
have not yet agreed to the 1903 scale 
and their miners. The offer of the soft 
coal operators is identical, word for 
word, except where the term “ bitum­ 
inous” is substituted for “ anthracite,” 
with til« 1 one President Mitchell pre­ 
sented to the hard coal operators here 
Thursday. 
M itchell Has Nothing to Say. 
There was considerable speculation 
as to how the miners’ leader would 
receive his own arbitration plan for 
another field. He was much interested 
in the news, but maintained his usual 
silence when asked what he would do. 
Within an hour of the receipt of the 
offer from .1. H. Winder, the head of 
the Ohio soft coal operators, he sent a 
reply to the effect that he had no pow­ 
er to act on the proposition, but would 
submit it to tin* international executive 
board of the union at its meeting in 
Indianapolis April 17. 
Conditions Are Different. 
Leaders of the miners’ union who 
were at headquarters did not think the 
international executive board would fa­ 
vor the proposition. A member of the 
board said that conditions in the soft 
coal regions aro much different from 
those in the anthracite fields. He point­ 
ed out that many operators had al­ 
ready signed the 1903 scale, and that 
the number is increasing each day.

Section I. It, ii hereby declared un­ 
lawful for any person licensed to con­ 
duct a dram shop in the City of Dix­ 
on, or the agents, serv ants or em­ 
ployees of any such person, to sell, 
offer for sale, or serv e, any intoxicat­ 
ing liquors in more than one room 
under one dram shop license, nor shall 
any dram shop keeper establish, main­ 
tain, or conduct, any wine room, or 
other room, or compartment, or en­ 
closure’ or partial enclosure, within, 
entering into, or connected with, the 
bar room in which such dram shop is 
located and used for the purpcse of 
serv ing drinks therein, or for the use 
or conv enience of the patrons or cus­ 
tomers of such dram shop. 
Section 2. ‘Any person 
v iolating 
the prov isions of this ordinance, or 
any person, firm, or corporation, suf­ 
fering or permitting any of its agents, 
serv ants, or employees, to do so. shall 
upon conv iction be liable to a fine of 
not less than fiv e dollars nor more 
than two hundred dollars for each of­ 
fense and to an additional fine of fiv e 
dollars for each and ev ery day such 
v iolation shall oontinue after the first 
oonv iction.
